An extraordinary effort 
was made before the announcement 
of the suspension yesterday to tide 
over the difficulty, and Mr. Singer- 
v's friends rallied to his assistance 
vith rare generosity and fidelity; 
nt it was found impracticable to 
urn the assets at his disposal into a 
hape to meet immediate require- 
lents.

YORK Dec. 24.-A special to 


the Hprald from Washington says: 


The ttnsMtm government will be- 


gin nest spring upon a stupendous 
piece of work, which, like the trans- 
Siberian railroad will be off great 
strage'tie and commercial value to 
her when completed. 
The project 


contemplates the construction of a 
canal connecting the Baltic and 
Black seas which can be traversed 
by battle ships of the heaviest ton- 
nage at six knots per hour. 
By 


means of this canal Russia will bo 
able to mobilise a huge fleet in the 
Baltic in 16T hours by bringing to 
that sea the Black Sea squadron or 
can mobilize in the Black sea in tho 
the same time the Baltic and Black 
sea fleets. In case of a general 
European war over the division of 
China at the time of the completion 
of the canal it would be not a diffi- 
cult matter for Russia to send her 
fleet through the Bosphorns, the 
Sea of Harmon and the Dardanelles 
in the Mediterrean, down tho guess 
canal across the Indian ocean to 
China, while she could utilize tho 
transi-Sberian railroad to transport 
troops. 


The canal will remove the neces- 


sity of sending a fleet across tho 
North sea and down the Atlantic in 
order to reach the Mediterranean, 
and through that sea reach tho 
Suez canal and China, and it was

It is officially stated here that the 


canal when completed wiil connect 
the City of Riga, on the Baltic, and 
Cherson, <in tho Black sea. 
Ad- 


vantage will be taken of the Dwina 
river, at the south of which Riga is 
located, and of the Dnieper river, 
which flows into the Black sea, and 
at the mouth of which Cherson sits. 
It has been estimated by the Russian 
engineer that to connect the two 
rivers 133 miles of excavation must 
be made. 


The length of the canal will be a 


thousand miles. 
It will have an 


average depth of 28.4 feet. The 
cost of the work will be $97,000,000 
and it must be completed by 1903. 


It is frankly admitted by the 


Russian'authorities that the canal is 
being built for military purposes, 
just as the trans-Siberian road is 
being constructed, bnt they say the 
waterway will be of benefit com- 
mercially. The wheat raised in the 
southern part of Russia, near the 
Black sea. and the coal and petro- 
leum obtained from that section can 
be transported more cheaply to 
markets than by railroad or by 
steamers going through the Bos- 
phorns into the 
Mediterranean. 


Sixteen cities are situated along the 
route of the proposed canal and 
they will be benefited by its con- 
struction. 


"Russia maintains a formiable 


fleet of battleships and'cruisers in 
the Black Sea." said a well known 
naval commander, "such action he- 
ing in view of the provisions of the 
Berlin treaty. The construction of 
the canal will mean that this fleet 
can be reinforced within seven days 
&t the utmost by an equally formida- 
ble fleet from the Baltic and in 
case of the 
dismemberment 
of 


Turkey, or a necessity for »large 
force of naval vessels in Aasitic 
waters, Russia would be able to get 
her reinforcements to that section 
ahead of any other European gov- 
eminent which would be compelled 
to use the Atlantic ocean and the 
Mediterranean.

RAILWAY OOHSTRtJCTlOS. 


Railway Age: "While the year 


1897 has shown larger railway earn-

Owing to the large mortality 


among monkey* dim to phthisis, it 
is well known that. N> far as lung 
trouble* are concerned, thest* ani- 
niuls are much like human bc-ing?. 
It is the general belief, however, 
that the disease h contracted by 
confinement aud unnatural condi- 
tions. 


I)r. Hubbard Windsor Mitd'nell re- 


cently prepared a paj>er on f-ihthisis 
as it affected thenild baboon1; ot 
west Africa and Borne of our domes- 
tic animate. Of his Afrkan expe- 
rience Dr. Mitchell bay.*,: 


"Some years ago, while I was vis 


itiug wprt Africa, I spent consider- 
able time cm the Kongo river, and 
in the wild and unknown regionn 
bordering the rauth bank of that 
great stream I (saw large numbers 
of linboons. 


"On (-everal occasion1-, while we 


were limiting for drer and other 
game, a group of baboons would ba 
seen hoveriufj over one ot their 
number who appeared to be unable 
to move. It wu<i ea\v to approach 
him, n^ he was too feeble to escape. 
Hi« companions scampered nwny 
and watched me nt u short distance. 
with amui-iiij! curiosity. 
Inquiring 


of the native-, what the trouble was, 
I found that the baboons were fre- 
quently taken ill with fomo chest 
trouble which was similar to that 
from which the natives themselves 
buffered. 
This 1 learned afterward 


was plitln^i.", which H not uncom- 
mon nmoug the blacks in the lower 
Kongo district. 


"In the wild and almost uninhab- 


ited country about ISO miles north 
of Cape Town, in South Africa, the 
common Inilioon is very numerous. 
An Enjjlisb officer who lived in that 
region told mo the natives frequent- 
ly contracted phthisis ou their visits 
to Cape Town, and it saomed proba- 
ble that the sputum of this people, 
being carelessly voided in their gar- 
dens nnd about their houses, was 
communicated to the baboons in 
some of their marauding expedi- 
tions. It was not an uncommon 
sight to ?ee a sick baboon present- 
ing the same symptoms as the na- 
tives when f^uff ering from phthisis. 


''I soon had an opportunity to 


verify this fact. One day, while 
hunting in the adjacent hills, I came 
across u baboon lying on tbe ground 
who was extremely emaciated and 
lind n severe and violent cough.

make necessary a rigid (.urveillanco 
of our great abattoirs by competent 
and authorized insiK.vtoiv. Undoubt- 
edly these animals contract the dis- 
ease from their long and close prox- 
imity tu man. 


"Tim dog and the cat are both ex- 


tremely liiiblo to pulmonary tuber- 
culosis. and tliih Wdtild f-ecni almost 
a foregone, fact from their intimnty 
association with man. 


"The dud, the goose and the do- 


mebtic fowl rarely, but occasionally, 
contract this disease. It is not im- 
probable that other animals fall vic- 
tims to tuberculosis, but they do not 
i-pecially interest us, Jt isthosti iini- 
ma!* with which we deal daily, nud 
whoso fte-h and milk we consume an 
articles of food, that interest ue 
most closely."

ing from Japan, says that those 
nlarmi'ts who would make the 
world believe that the Japanese can 
do everything don't know what they 
are talking about, and that the peo- 
}:le of tho iloweryland, unless they 
change their entire nature, or, at 
all event", their methods, can never 
become formidable commercial ri- 
vals with any civilized power. The 
real fact is that the Japs do nothing; 
they only half do it, and therein 
lies the cause of their failure. 


The Jap thinks of nothing but the 


present; of what he can make now, 
and how, by making his commodi- 
ties a little inferior, he can add a 
few more cents to his profit 
If he 


has to pay more for his labor, the 
idea of economy, or the bold declara- 
tion that he can no longer sell at 
the original price, never strikes 
him, 
but he extends the whole of 


his ingenuity in trying to diminish 
the quality without any loss in the 
appearance. There is no such thing 
as standard quality. 
-You are never 


sure of getting the quality you are 
asked to pay for. So much is this 
so in Japan that a man seldom buys 
an article without unwrapping and 
examining it on the spot. The cor- 
respondent continues: 


"The Japanese mind is so small 


that it is difficult to weigh it with 
American scales—in fact, it may be 
said that it is made up of trifles, and 
it is the attention-the labored at- 
tention—the Jap gives to these tri- 
fles which makes him incapable of 
ever becoming anything more than 
a unit in whatever be may be 
concerned 
As an illustration of 


what 1 mean, 1 will give examples 
which are of daily occurrence. You 
want to buy an article, and you Gsk 
how much it IB. The answer is, say, 
1 cent. Then you ask how much the 
articles are by the down, fully ex- 
pec-ting that you will got them for 
10 cent!--. You are not a little amazed 
when tho merchant tells yon 13 
cents the do/en 
You get mad, call 


tho man a fool, and insist that you 
ought to get a reduction by taking 
a quantity. Not so with the Jap; 
that in not his way of doing buw 
ness. 
If you take one, he reasons 


that is 1 cent, but if you take a 
dozen he. will have to count them, 
and then it will be 13 cents. 


"It is the same with the manufac- 


turer. 
Yon give him an order for 


100 of a kind, and then wish to 
make it 1,000 
Immediately ho de- 


mands an advance in the price. 
Should 
be, however, reluctantly 


agiee to t;ike the increased order at 
the original price, you will proba- 
bly get tho tirt-t hundred articles 
fairly up to hample, but ns tho de- 
livery goes- on the quality is sure to 
full off.
